THE STORY THAT PAULSEN TELLS, 


How Three Men Were Saved ona Dredge 
Boat—Yesterday in Savannab. 
Echoes of the Storm. 


Savannah, Ga., September 1.—(Special.) 
“Thank God you are all safe,” exclaimed a 
gentleman who had been pacing anxiously 
mp and down the wharf, as he rushed to the 
eige and embraced four passengers, who 
stepped off the tug Jacob Paulsen, at 1 
delock today. 

“Stand back!” a policeman cried. 

But the crowd pressed forward. An 
elderly gentleman grasped his daughter 
and wept. Wives mingled kisses and tears 
as they fell into the arms of fond hus- 
bands. 

No more touching sceen could be imagined 
than the arrival of the women who were 
passengers on the ill-fated City of Savan- 
nah. All night long their dear ones here 
had waited and watched, hoping that the 
next minute would bring news of the re- 
turn of the tug, which had gone out early 
in the morning to search for them. Dur- 
ing the forenoon no tidings came, and 
sore were the hearts of those who’ waited. 


THE RESCUED WOMBPN RETURN. 


All over the city there was the deepest 
anxiety. 

Mr. Comer, receiver of the Central, said 
that if no news was received by 1 o’clock 
he would dispatch a second tug to look for 
the aulsen. ‘The most plausible reasons 
for tho Paulsen's delay in returning did not 
seem to relieve those most concerned. It 
Was Suggested that the rescuing tug might 
be stuck in the mud some where or might 


‘have gone to Port Royal with the precious 


few. This did not satisfy Dr. Hooper, 
the gray-haired father, who had a daugh- 
ter among the missing; Professor Barrow, 
Who had the partner of his joys and sor- 
PoWs through half a century; ex-Postmas- 
ter George W. Lamar, of this city, who had 
a son, daughter and two grandchildren on

the wreck. 

These and a dozen more strode along the

Change, As the Paulsen came up she 
Was saluted by tugs and other steam 
rafts in the river. Marine glasses showed 
that the decks of: the puffing little boat 
Were crowded. 

Ditectly the passengers were seen to be 
Waving handkerchiefs and hats. A few 
Minutes more and the Paulsen was at the 
Wharf. Over the rails the passengers jump- 
ed and were joyfully greeted.

One boat load bad land- 
ed theres These passengers were eating 
dinner, but they rushed out at the sight 
of the captain with the joy of Arctic ex- 
plorers at the arrival of a relief party. 
They were being cared for at Senator Don 
Cameron's winter home and it was very 
good care they had. Mrs. John Norman, 
Miss Helena Norman, Miss Mary S. Hoop- 
er, & nurse, named Annie Low, Jane, the 
stewardess, and four of the Savannah's 
crew were there. These were taken on 
the tug, which proceeded ‘to Hunting is- 
land, where the others were found at the 
homes of the lighthouse keepers. Neither 
party knew where the others were and they 
Were happy to meet again and to hear 
that the men had all been taken off the 
wreck by the Birmingham and safely land- 
ed in Savannah. These passengers, who 
had landed on Hunting island, were wel- 
come but unexpected guests to the light- 
house keeper and his assistants. Provis- 
ions were not abundant and while Senator 
Cameron’ guests had lived on chickens, 
ducks and turkeys, these were glad to get 
sea biscuit, sardines and canned goods. 
The stock was meager and they were put

on half rations. The sailors had slipped 
into the ship's storeroom just before de- 
parting and secured a few extra boxes of 
sardines and crackers, whieh they hid in 
the bow of their boat for them- 
selves. The question of rations was be- 
ginning ta be serious before the tug ar- 
rived and it was rescue or half starvation 
in the next day or two. 

The women looked Gilapidated when they 
came off the tug. None had a change of 
clothes when they left the wreck and some 
had only their night dresses. These were 
provided for by the islanders, but not with 
fashionable garments. 

Miss Hooper, the daughter of the Con- 
gregatfonalist minister, of Winter Park, 
Fla., a belle in her town, had been glad to 
accept a red waist and plaid skirt, which 
she would have let out several inches at 
the bottom if the garment had been made 
with some emergency material. Another 
lady wore a borrowed costume of brown, 
to which she can never hope to grow. 

All the ladies were browned by the sun 
and the sea spray. They tell the experi- 
ences of their trip through the 
breakers in the small boats. 
The sailors worked nobly amd 
skilfully. Their passengers were soaked 
through and through but that was no 
novel experience after the day and night 
in the rigging. One great breaker, with a 
comb as white as snow and fifteen feet 
high, “had broken right over them = and 
threatened to swamp the boat, but the 
stilors pulled hard. Their craft glided 
down the wave as though it were a to- 
boggan slide into the trough, and the la- 
dies bailed with buckets for dear life. 

“After that one we knew we were all 
right, for none could be worse,”’ said Miss 
Hooker, in deseribing it to me today. 

Captain Rogerson, of the Paulsen, holds 
a warm place in the hearts of the ladies. 
They were courteously treated by the 
crews of the smal!l boats, the officers in 
charge doing all in their power to make 
their charge comfortable. Wonderful to 
tell. Mr. Lamb’s two infants, one eighteen 
months and the other six months old, stood 


-the rough experience finely. 


The steamship company bought tickets 
for those passengers who lived at a dis- 
tance, furnished them with wardrobes and 
they left tonight thankful ‘that they were 
in the land of the living. 

Many Additional Wrecks. 

Captain Rogerson, of the tug Paulsen, 
whieh brought over the female passengers 
from the City of Savannah, reports twelve 
additional wrecks around Beaufort. St. He- 
lena and Hunting islands. He corrobo- 
rates the reports of the great loss of life 
on the sea islands and has no doubt that 
the total will reach 600. Not a soul sur- 
vived on Coosaw island and the stench 
there is such that the dead cannot be bur- 
ied. 

The barkentine Clara MecCilvery, Gilky 
master, with phosphate for Cartrell, N. 
J., is high and dry on the Coosaw marsh

two miles from water. She is standing 
square on her bottom and her crew of 
eight men are all right. The schooner 

Myra Mixer, Patterson, master, from 
New York to Jacksonville, is wrecked on 
Bulls Point, in the Beaufort river. ‘The 
crew of eight were saved. An unknown 
British bark drifted high up on the marsh- 
es at Port Royal. The steamers Pilot 
Boy, Juno, steam tugs Wymouth, Keli- 
ance, the pilot boats Palmetto, Shepard 
and Charleston, and the schooner Myra, 
coming from New York with lumber bound 
out, are wrecked in that vicinity. ‘lhe 
pilot boat Leo is wrecked on Cumbee 
bank, St. Helena sound. 

. Paulsen’s Dramatic Story. 

John Paulsen tells one of the most dram- 
atic stories yet reported of the hurricane. 
He was on the dredge Oglethorpe in the 
Coosaw river. This river covers some of the 
best phosphate mines on the coast, and 


‘a great many dredges, barges and tugs 


were employed in the waters. Sunday 
night at 8 o’clock the storm was 80 Vio- 
lent that the four men on the Oglethorpe 
knew she must go to the bottom or cap- 
size. They left the comfortable cabin at 
great risk and climbed over the deck. 
The guy rod was the nearest object which 
offered them a chance, They could not 
get forward. Vaulsen, Henderson, the en- 
gineer; Hammond, a workman, and a ue- 
gro composed the crew. They clutched the 
iron guy rod. It was pitch dark except 
when the lightning flashed. The wind was 
howling and the waves dashed over the 
dredge. 

Hammond, who is an old sailor, said he 
would try to climb up the rod, which stood 


at an angle of seventy-five feet to the |

succeeded in reaching the top. Taking a 
lamp halyard as large around as a man’s 
finger, perhaps, he threw it down. Paulsen 
caught it, tied it around his body and 
jumped over into the waves. Hammond 
knew it was time to pyll and did, and he 
got Paulsen up safely. Four times the rope 
was thrown to Henderson but he could 
not see it and jt did not touch him. A 
flash of lightning came as it was thrown 
the fifth time. He missed the rope and 
being exhausted, dropped from the rod into 
the waves and was drowned. The negro 
held on and was finally pulled up to’ the 
“A” frame justas Paulsen had been. Both 
had to jump over board to be saved. 

Soon after they got up into the frame 
the dredge sank. They were in the rig- 
ging sixteen hours—from 8 o'clock Sunday 
night until 12 o’clock the next day, when 
they were rescued. 

Mr. Paulsen says he saw fifteen negroes 
buried in one grave. A tidal wave came in 
during Sunday night and swept all the 
lower country. This wave was fifteen feet 
high, judging from the marks it left.

A ROSEATE VIEW. 


Charleston Is Inclined to Consider the Oy- 
clone a Godsend. 

Charleston, S. C., September 1.—(Spe- 
clal.)+As far as the city of Charleston is con- 
cerned the cyclone and its damages, both to 
life and property, is now almost a back num- 
ber, a tolerably fair estimate having al- 
ready been given in these dispatches, 

The victims of the cyclone in the city and 
its suburbs number fifteen persons, of which 
number eight were white and seven negroes. 
Twelve of these were drowned and three 
crushed by falling walls and roofs. 

The vaine of property destroyed in the city 
proper amounts in round numbers to $1,000,- 
000, about one-half of which is Covered by 
storm insurance. 

Before the results of the storm had passed 
away on Monday the work of rebuilding and 
repairing had started, and when telegraphic 
communication with the rest of the world was 
opened tonight the city was in a somewhat 
better plight than it was on the morning of 
the ist of September, 1886, when it was 
almost destroyed by the earthquake. 

By far the greatest amount of the losses, 
probably $800,000, falls on the municipality 
and on the East Shore Terminal Company, 
which owns more of the wharves on the 
phosphate mills and the shipping on port. 
The damage to private residences igs not as 
great aS was the case in the cyclone of 1885; 
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even the earthquake of 1886 was 
widespread, 
lighter. 
This old city has been wrecked so often 
that the people are quite used to it. The 
first thought was to rebuild. and this was 
commenced at once. So far as the city itself 
is concerned the cyclone is regarded rather 
as a blessing in disguise. It came at a time 
when there are thousands of workmen out of 
employment and it puts money into cireula- 
tion. The principal sufferers are property 
owners, and while there are cases of in- 
dividual loss and suffering the effect 
generally is good. No one has thought of the 
financial stringeney since the cyclone. 

But while the horizon is clearing here and 
as the news from the islands and the interior 
of the state comes in it begins to be evident

with the elements. The death roll on the 
Sea islands seems to be . growing appal.ing-y 
and it is greatly feared the end is not yet. 
The news from the cotton and rice. fields is 
also very gloomy. It looks as if the cyclone 
of 1893 is going to beat the record. ; 

The sea, for miles around Charlestén bay. 
is filled with dead bodies and wreckage. 
There are no means of arriving at any relia. 
ble account of the casualties at sea. 

Of the condition of the rice crop it 1s tm- 
possible to speak as yet with accuracy. The 
estimates of the damage vary from 40 to 75 per 
cent. The total crop of Georgia and the plan- 
tations on the South Carolina: side of the Sa- 
vannah river might be fairly placed at 500.00 
bushels. Hstimating the loss at 50 per cent, or 
250,000 bushels, and the loss by the storm 
will amount to over $200,000 which f% prag 
tically so much money taken from the pockets 
of the planters. she crop has been already 
made and only wanted to be marketed. The 
long staple cotton crop is thought to be en 
tirely destroyed. Some of it has been saved 
but the most cheerful estimate places the 
yield this year at about one-half of the usiaf 
CcloOp. 

The effect of the storm was felt in the cotton 
region south and east of Columbia. ‘The 
Viedmont region to the north and west of the 
State seems to have escaped serious damage. 
The crop of upland cotton of South Carolina 
may safely be cut down 30 per cent from the 
estimate of August the Ist. 


The Yemassee’s Arriva). 

The steamship Yemassee, of the Clyde line 
which left New York on Saturday arrived 
here yesterday alter a rathér uneventful voy- 
age. The first hard weather, not exceeding- 
ly hard, however, was encountered about 6 
o'clock fk m., om Monday. It increased and 
headwinds and lumpy seas were encountered. 
It was plain to be seen that the part of pru- 
dence was to get away from the coast, ant 
Captain McKee, whose forethought and pru- 
dence were never more manifest, determines. 
to get out of reach of the coast and disaster 
Consequently he hove to and ran some fit 
teen miles toward the gulf and kept themselves 
for hours and hours until he saw his way 
clear for a resumption of the journey. This 
was done at an opportune moment, and then 
the line to Charleston was steadily kept. So 
it will be seen that the run towards the gulf 
and head winds and billowy sea was the 
cause of the break in the schedule time. 
This caused no ‘‘kicking,’’ because it was 
seen to be unavoidable, and for the safety 
of the ship and her contents of freight and 
life. Everybody @as sick except one lady. 
who stood out against mal de mer heroically. 
The passengers looked a little worse for the 
long voyage and sea-sickness on arrival, but 
otherwise were in good spirits, antl were full 
of commendatory comment of Captain Jve 
McKee and the way in whieh he and his 
crew managed the vessel. All along the route 
wreckage of every kind was seen. There 
were evidences all around that the storm 
played havoe with the merchant marine. 
About 160 miles off Charleston a burning 
vessel was seen. She was a-fire aft, and was 
being consumed as fast as the flames could 
destroy her. This vessel was the Freeda A. 
Willey, of Thomaston, Me. No one was on 
board. Sbe was battling with the wind and 
waves, and her destruction was only a ques- 
tion of time. This was about the only event- 
ful item of the whole voyage.

THERE WAS NO’ STRIKE, 


But Are Awaiting the Résult of the Confer- 
ence at Louisville, 

Nashville, Tenn., September 1.—Every- 
thing is quiet in railroad ‘circles here. The 
men are at work and business is proceeding. 
Great interest is felt in the result of the 
conference at Louisville’ between the vari- 
ous committees and the officials of the Louis- 
ville and Nashville. If ordered by the 
committee to strike they will all go out, 
but if the committee decides that they shall 
remain they will do so. Up to noon Pres- 


ident Thomas, of the Nashville, Chattanooga 


and St. Louis had recei¥ed no communica- 
tion from the representatives of the employes 
of his road, although this was the date 
set by the union employes for a conference 
with him, At the last meeting Major 
Thomas told the men that if the business 
of the road justified it the regular wages 
would be restored, but the men wanted an 
absolute promise and when Major Thomas 
declined to give it they said they would 
vote on the. matter and give their answer 
at a second conference to be held today. 
Three machinists in the east Nashville 
shops and three in the south Nashville 
shops quit work today, it is said. on an or- 
der received from Louisyille. The regular 
shops were not opened ay in accordance 
with an order issued frpbm the company.

The House Has Decided to Stop Smoking 
During Sessions. 

Washington, September 1.—-After te read- 
ing of the journal in the house yr. Weadock 
democrat, of Michigan, offered a resolution 
postponing from tomorrow until September 
15th the deilvery of eulogies upon the late J. 
Logan Chipman, of Michigan.

The Constitution’s Correspondent De- 
scribes the Situation at Port Royal. 


SOME UNIQUE METHODS OF BURIAL. 


Apparent Heartlessness of the Men 
Who Dig the Graves.

SOME SAD AND SICKENING SCENES 


That Greet the Eye on Every Side—The 
Work of Pushing Repairs to Railroads. 
More Destruction Reported. 


Port Royal, S. C., September 1.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The islands around Port Royal and 
Beaufort present a sadder scene today 
than was that of yesterday. The waters 
have begun receding rapidly, and as they 
disappear, leaving the land in view, pict- 
ures of desolation and destruction multi- 
ply. Dead bodies are being found on all 
portions of every one of the islands and in 
most instances decomposition has gone so 
far that anything like a certain recogni- 
tion is almost impossible. 

The dlkcovery of the bodies is sad enough 
but the burial which they are given en- 
hances the sadness of the story. No one 
has time now to join a funeral cortege 
unless the funeral be that of a member of 
his own family. Those who have not lost 
by death a relative are kept busy repair- 
ing the damage to their property or saving 
what they can from the wreckage. ‘The 
dead, when found, are left on the ground 
Whore dikto teed “antl” GFVE Tt TS” can 
be secured. Then‘a shallow hole is made 
in the earth by scooping out the mud. 
No digging is now necessary, as the earth 
is almost a puddle for from two to ten feet. 
The hole once made the body is dumped 
in withont coffin or clergy and the mud 
trampled back again. Sometimes.the dis- 
coveries are so frequent and the burials so 
multiplied that more than one body is 
placed in the same hole. 

The grave diggers have grown accustom-

ed to the work and frequently che hole in 
the earth, which is called a grave, is so 
small that it is found necessary to double 
the body up and cram it into the hole 
without any regard or respect to position. 
The body once covered no attempt is made 
to smooth or even the grave, and without 
leaving even a peg to mark the place, the 
men move on to the next dead body which 
may be awaiting them. 


I saw two or three of these burials to- 


day and I sball make no attempt to pre- 
sent a picture other than to say that the 
work was the most heartless and callous 
that could be imagined. One, in particular, 
was so heartless that it caused ‘the few 
who saw it to grow cold. And Yet, the work 
of burying is so great, and so frequently 
have the men been ealled on to do it, that 
their heartlessness is more apparent than 
real. 
A Typical Funeral Scene. 

It was at Salt Creek bridge that the 
burial to which I refer took place. 

The men who have been working on 
the Port Royal and Augusta railway 
bridge over Salt creek since Monday morn- 
ing have been annoyed for two days by a 
stench from the edge of the river.

While the men were 
scooping the mud from the river bank for 
a coffinless grave for the woman and babe, 
the men on the bridge were whistling and 
singing as they drove the iron spikes down 
by the rails. The clanging of the iron and 
music of the negroes echoed up and down 
the river as the detachment of track hands 
laid the woman and babe in the wet grave, 
the walls of whieh were soft mud. The 
woman was dumped _ into the  hol- 
low first, and in a cramped, almost doubled 
up position. The grave was not tong

The only 
way to reach any of these islands now is 
by small skiffs. These can be nushed up 
in the mud and then it is a case of walk 
through mud anywhere from one to ten 
inches deep to reach a solid footing. The 
passage from one island to another in the 
skiffs is by no means safe, while those who 
are handling the boats are making the 
most extortionate and outrageous demands 
for their work. 

Information from the Islands. 

But, notwithstanding the isolated condi- 
tion in which Port Royal and Beaufort are 
relative to the other islands, inelligence is 
constantly reaching the two points from 
these islands. The information, too, is of 
the most reliable character and it has no 
tendency to diminish the first reports of 
the death list. On the other hand, the 
death list increases. 

From the upper point of St. Helena is 
land, a section which had not been heard 
from before, a messenger arrived in Beau- 
fort this morning and announced that over 
fifty bodies had been found on that end of 
the island. The message gave the names 
of but five of the dead. 

Qn Paris island three more bodies were 
found during the day, while one was 
washed ashore just below this point.

All of the others will go down as unknown, 
Port Royal has probably suffered less than 
any of the towns along the coast.

There Is Great Destitution. 


The destitution here is great. It is esti 
mated that 7,000 people are on the islands 
practically homeless and in many instances 
actually suffering for bread. The people 
of both towns are doing all they can to re- 
lieve the suffering, but as there were very 
few who escaped, but little can be done. 
Colonel Averill, of the Port Royal and Au- 
gusta railroad, is doing all he can to se- 
cure assistance and his road is carrying all 
articles sent free of charge. The colonel 
received two or three messages from Gov- 
ernor Tillman today relative to the matter 
and during the afternoon went to Port 
Royal, where he had a lengthy conference 
with Collector Smalls. A big mass meet- 
ing was arranged for tonight, but a heavy 
rain, which began falling shortly after dark, 
prevented the meeting. Appeals have been 
sent out generally for aid and that aid 
cannot come too soon. Coilector Smaks re- 
ceived information today. that a group of peo- 
pie had been discovered on a small island, 
about thirty-five mites from Beaufort. The 
collector's informant stated that they were 
peopie who had escaped from the City of 
Savannah, Sunday night, and that they were 
in a terribie condition. Smatis at once set 
about securing a boat to send for the peo- 
ple, but so,far nothing has been heard from 
them. The story is credited by some of the 
seamen and people here, while there are many 
who take no stock in it. The people of the 
island here, however, are anxiously waiting 
the return of the boat and, notwithstanding 
the heavy rain, they wiil watch for the re 
turn of the boat until dayiight. 

Some of the Stories Told, 

Stories of the terrible storm are yet being 
re.ated, and some of them are thrillingly in- 
teresting. But if the experiences that are 
now ‘being recounted were put in print they 
wonu.d make a book of many volumes. 

Some of the stories have a funny side, 
whiie others are wholly sad. At one point 
five men sought safety from the storm im a

A resident of Port Royal became alarmed 
at the Diack ciouds and approaching winds.

When the storm pbrok¢ 
over the city his house began to rock. He 
and his family climbed hand over hand along 
the rope into the tree, where they remained 
until the storm was over. The house was 
not hurt.

One of them stated that Turner was a 
converted man and had been for months, 
and was prepared to meet his God. The 
prisoner said that his strength and cour-— 
age were not from within himself, but 
came from on high. When Turner bid his 
attorneys goodby he told them he believed 
he would go to heaven. 7 

At 10 o’clock the wife of the prisoner 
and his three children visited him in his 
cell and said their last farewell to the 
onfortunate husband and father. The scene 
was beyond description and was heart- 
rending in the extreme. The poor woman 
seemed broken-hearted and her moans could 
be heard all over the building. Turner 
stood the painful ordeal with storical nerve 
and exhibited no emotion. 

On the scaffold. 

Turner marched with a firm step through 
a bard rain to the scaffold. As he took 
his place and the sheriff read the death 
warrant his face turned pale and his hand 
twitched nervously, but otherwise he 
showed no tremor. When asked if he had 
anything to say he shook his head. He 
whispered a word to Mr, Andrew Moore, 
his attorney, and calmly stepped on the 
trap door. When the drop feil at 12:27 
Turner’s neck was broken. ‘There were 
a few spasmodic motions and in fifteen 
minutes he was dead. 

Following is a sketch of the man’s life, 
his crimes and the details of the awful 
legal tragedy in which he was the chief 
actor: 
Sketch of Turner’s Life. 

George 8. Turner was born on July 
26, 1850, in the eastern part of this 
county on Thicketty creek. His parents 
were highly respectable people and one of 
the best families in the county. Being born 
just before the war and the conflict break- 
ing out just at the time when he should 
have been in school, the boy received no 
educational advantages and it is doubtful 
at the close of the war whether he could 
either read or write his name. At the 
_ close of the civil war Turner entered into 

the kluklux war in this section with all 

the reckless zeal of an ignorant seveuteen- 
year-old boy. In consequence of his -con- 
nection with the kluklux, he was forced 

« leave home when about twenty years 

old. 

At this time Turner, while ignorant, 
was a remarkably shrewd and jntelligent 
boy. He was quick jn trade and was 
fortunate in his business ventures. 

After leaving school Turner went to farm- 
ing and was very successful in making 
money. He soon purchased a half inter- 
est in the old Fingerville cotton mill, which 
at that time was a small affair. He only 
held this a short time, finally selling it to 
Mr. Henry Liles. Turner went back to 
farming and continued at this occupation for 
several years. He then puychased the 
Valley Falis cotton mill, being the entire 
owner, This is situated about six miles 
from here on the waters of Lawson’s fork. 
A small cotton mill and store were owned 
and operated here by Turner till the time 
of the killing of his first man. Being a 
io ef and intelligent business man, he 
made money easi} d rapidly a 
cumulated a nove at gat A of eee 
erty. He owned severa] tracts of land 


proper to try on shoes in the store, but 
that if she would go to the hotel he would 


ried the shoes to her in person, and there 
accomplished her ruin. So the story of 
shame is told ameng her neighbors. 
The girl’s father was dead. Her brother 
did not slay her betrayer, but suit was 
brought for $25,000 damages. 
Both Ed Finger and Mrs. Finger have 
sued him also for money which they allege 
he borrowed from them atid would not re- 
turn. 
After the ruin of the girl Turner went 
to Mrs. Finger’s house. Ed Finger met 
him at the door and told him he could not 
epter the house. When he persisted I‘in- 
ger leveled his shotgun on him and Turner 
went away. ; 
The feeling on both sides was bitter. 
In March, 1890, Finger had come to this 
city, and was going home somewhat under 
the influence of liquor. He was walking 
along the public highway by Turner's 
store, merrily singing as he came down the 
hill going home, Here Turner met him 
coming from his store, some distance from 
the road, for the purpose, and a quarrel 
followed. What words passed nobody but 
Turner knows, but Finger drew his pistol, 
which caught in his pocket and accidentally 
fired in front of him. Then Turner fired 
with deadly effect. The wounded man 
walked a few steps and fell dead. 


Progress of the Case. 


Then the sheriff got after Turner, but 
didn’t find him. Next day, after consulta- 
tion with his attorneys, he surrendered to 
the sheriff. Bail was asked of Judge Wal- 
lace but notwithstanding the man yvolun- 
tarily surrendered, Judge Wallace refused, 
saying it was murder. 

Sentiment in the county was strong 
against the prisoner, and threats of lynch- 
ing were heard on all sides.

On the day when his opinion was hand- 
ed down, as a matter of precaution, Sher- 
iff Nichols removed the prisoner to more 
secure quarters, and in the transfer the 
desperate mak, fought like a tiger, It was 
discovered that he had dynamite hidden 
in his cell. 

The next stage of the case was the ap- 
peal to Justice Pope, who granted a stay 
of the remittitur until his Jast appeal for 
a new hearing could be made. 

On December 17th last, the supreme 
court dismissed the petition for a rehearing, 
and Turner was accordingly resentenced 
to be hanged on June 2d. On the day he 
was sentenced a motion for a new trial 
on the grounds of after discovered evidence 
was made before Judge Norton.

Therefore, he that increased the abundance 
of money benefired production and enhanced 
prices and wages, and he that contracted or 
diminished the amount of this money, de- 
preciated everything that is for sale, includ- 
ing wages, though, by reason of combina- 
tions and defensive measures in many parts 
of the worid, wages are decidediy leas than 
products. ‘The effect upon the condition of 
mankind which wou}d follow the destruction 
of one-half of the currency of the world— 
amounting in the aggregate to $7,500,000,000 
—it would ‘be impossibie to accurately de 
scribe. Still this process of destruction has 
been going on quietiy since 1872, and its re- 
Buifs are seen in prices. 

The repeal of the law without any sub- 
stitute meant the end of sixver. moyey for 
this generation, unless a revolution of the 
peopie shouid restore it, as it did after the 
fraudulent demonetization of 1873. Let no 
man doubt that this movement for the re- 
peal of the Shermah act ‘was the result of a 
conspiracy among the money holders of the 
world, Our own secretary of the treasury 
had said so. It had been repeatedly an- 
nounced in the- British house of commons, 
and nowhere denied, that the intent of this 
combination was to increase the vaiue of gold 
in the hands of those who heid it and in- 
crease the value of aii securities by making 
them payable in gold. The method of the 
attack was -by the creation of a company, 

Mr, Vance criticise@d the action of the sec- 
retary of the treasury in redeeming the notes 
issued in payment for but.ion in goid, and 
said that any technicaliy inteiligent man 
would construe that law to mean that the 
discretion was to be used in favor of silver 
when the condition of the treasury required 
it. The discussion of this question, Mr. 
Vance said, was narrowed by the fact that 
ali parties profess bimetaliism and have de- 
«lared for the use of both gold and silver 
in thelr piatforms, In the absence of 4 
position, somewhat defiant of logic and of 
fact, it was hard to speak without appear- 
ing to vioitate these courtesies which were 
demanded by feelimgs of personai respect and 
regard for each other. Menbers of con- 
gress decared they ioved siiver money and 
bimetaliism; therefore, they siew it. They 
wanted both metais; therefore, they abol- 
ished the one. They wanted gold and silver 
coined on terms of equality according to their 
piatform, and so they stepped coining silver. 
They desired to maintain the parity, but eut 
the only cord that held silver up and per- 
mitted it to drop out of sight. 

Referring to the democratic platform, Mr. 
Vance asked: “If the language of the plat- 
form taken altogether meant oniy that we 
were to objige the bankers, bonudhoiders and 
stockbrokers first, by unconditional repeal, 
accompanied only by a short stump speech 
in the beily of the act, saying that {ft is our 
policy at some future time—the Lord knows 
‘when—to do somethbing—the Lord knows what 
—in the direction of earrying out the other 
promises of the platform, were not its mak- 
ers, and tpholders of. that deciaration of 
policy and purposes open to the charge of 
insincerity, and of so framing ‘words as to 
deceive the people, whose suffrages they were 
seeking?" 

If such an interpretation of:the platform, 
as was contended for here by those who will 
vote for repeal, and presumabiy by the pres!- 
dent, had been announced during the cam- 
paign of the last year, Mr. Vance said he was 
quite sure Mr. Cieveiand would not have car- 
ried hig sta@te-—North Carg@ina—by 50,000 
votes, and he believed further that he could 
not Lave carried a single electoral vote south 
of the Potomac river.

‘the friends of silver halted between uncon.

Macon, Ga., September 1.—(Special.)— 
Tax Receiver Bob Anderson, of Bibb coun- 
ty, bas compiled the tax returns for the 
year 1803 and forwarded his report to

foot up $18,716.640. The returns for 1892 
aggrecated $19,385,615. This shows a de 
crease trom last year of $668,975. This is 
the first time that the returns have shown a 
decrease in many years. The decrease can 
be explained as follows: The S. T. Cole- 
gman Burden Company, representing a 
capital of $100,000, hes gone out of busi- 
ness. So has Nussbtum & Co., with a 
capital of $00,000, and the Merchants’ 
National bank, with a capital of $100,000, 
and A. Gibian & Co., with a apital of 
$72,500, have also retired from business 
since last year. The errors of equalizers 
jn the returns Jast year amounted to $140,- 
goo. The returns of one financial insti- 
tution are $150,000 less this year than 
last. Adding these various sums there 
is a total decrease of $622,000, which can 
be readily accounted for and which is only 

3475 less than the total decrease from 
last year as shown by the returns for this 
year. Several small business concerns have 
retired from business since last year, which 
would no doubt reach the sum of $46,470. 
In Bibb county, as everywhere else, there 
bas been a shrinkage in stocks and bonds, 
which has helped to decrease the returns 
and prevent an increase in values over 
last yedrs Real estate has maintained

HIS COOLNESS SAVES HIS TRAIN 


From a Plunge of Forty-Five Feet, but 
He and His Engine Go Down-A 
Remarkable Escape It Was. 


Albany, Ga., September 1.—(Special.)— 
The Cannon Ball train which left Mont- 
gomery for Albany last night met with an 
accident which came near proving disas- 
trous. 

The train was No. 11, in charge of Con- 
ductor Wightman, with Engineer John T. 
Taylor and Fireman Ed Scovill on the en- 
gine. 

Just this side of Georgetown is Mercer’s 
creek, which is spanned by a trestle forty- 
five feet high. During the night a por- 
tion of this trestle was undermined and 
washed away, a fact which was not known 
until Engineer Taylor discovered it when 
only a short distance from the last span. 
He realized the great danger instantly and, 
telling his fireman to jump for his life, 
he applied his air brakes and brought the 
balance of the train to a standstill just 
as he and his engine went through the 
hole and fell forty-five feet to the creek 
below. 

It was a terrible leap that Fireman Sco 
vill made, rolling and tumbling down the 
embankment, but that was nothing com- 
pared with the fall of the brave engineer, 
who stuck to his engine in the face of death 
and saved many lives by his heroie action: 
and best of all he was rescued from his 
wrecked engine two hours later without 
serious injury. Fireman WScovill was not 
hurt either and assisted in cutting the de- 
bris away and releasing his brave chief. 

The trestle through which Engineer Tay- 
lor and his engine went is said to have 
been in bad condition for quite a long time. 
When the passengers learned what a nar- 
row escape they had made they were hor- 
rified and devoutly thankful at one and 
the same time and lavished unstinted praise 
upon the man whose bravery had saved 
their lives. The train, less the wrecked 
engine, reached this city today about 12 
o'clock, having been taken around bp Co- 
lumbus.

_ ithe monometaliists it behalf of an “hon- 
est dollar” and “a stable currency,” but 
it is the testimony of all financial writers 
whose views are the result of impartial 
study—it is the experience of business 
men wherever the experiment has been 
tried—that the most dishonest dollar 
and the most unstable currency is the 
dollar that is constantly increasing its 
purchasing power, and the currency that 
is based on the single gold standard. 
It is worthy of note that those who

The subservient politicians will 
do the rest. But fortunately a democratic 
majority in both houses stands between 
this project and the people, and it will, 
no doubt, nip the effort in the bud. 

“In my opinion,” says Mr. Grenfell, 
“there is no greater obstacle to the crea- 
tion of wealth than an unjust measure of 
value. An appreciating measure of val- 
ue checks industry, stifles enterprise and 
robs the industrious classes, while the 
bondholder, annuitant and money lend- 
er thrive on the artificial cheapness.” 
Our busines men are -already enjoying 
some of the fruits of the single gold 
standard. ‘They may shut their eyes to 
facts for a time, but the inexorable re- 
sults of gold monometallism will compel 
them to see where their true interests 
lie. In England it is the business men 
who are engaged in the movement for 
The boards of trade of 
London, Liverpool, Leeds, Manchester 
and other cities have spoken out in favor 
of the double standard. 

The Voice of Labor. 

Mr. T. V. Powderly, grand master of 
the Knights of Labor, has addressed an 
open letter to President Cleveland. He 
claims that the free coinage of silver is 
overwhelmingly demanded by the indus- 
trial element of the nation. 

The concluding paragraph of Mr. Pow- 
derly’s letter is as follows: 

This letter is addressed to you in the hope 
that you will declare to the country that the 
will of the people, as registered last Novem- 
ber at the ballot box, will not be set aside; 
that federal patronage will not constitute 
a menece to the best interests of the masses, 
and that you will recommend congress to 
restore silver to its time-honored place in the 
coinage of the nation. As a measure of 
safety for those who make small deposits, a 
recommendation to congress to establish pos- 
tal savings banks will be received with grate- 
ful appreciation by the industrial element of 
the nation, 

When honest and intelligent labor 
speaks out in this fashion its recommen- 
dations should be heeded. The Ameri- 
can workingman is studying the econom- 
ic questions of the day, and he knows 
what he is talking about. 


Carry Out the wemocratic Policy. 
When the democratic orators and 
newspapers were calling on the voters 
to come to the support of the party so 
that the policy of right and truth and 
justice might prevail in this republic, 
there was no mincing of words, no “buts” 
and “ifs.” There were no suggestions 
that questions of public policy were too 
frail and dainty to be touched. On the 
contrary, both the tariff and the finan- 
cial questions were roughly handled. 
The orator panted and puffed and 


roared and ranted on the stump and beg- 


ged the people for the Lord’s sake to 
give the democratic party one fair 
chance at the robber tariff, one square 
shake at the republican financial policy. 
The editor steamed and sweated in his 
sanctum and pleaded with the voters to 
rally once more to the democratic stand- 
ard so that the policy of the people could 
be carried out. 

There it was in the platform—the 
whole grand scheme of reform, plainly 


set forth, so that no man could misunder- 


stand or misinterpret it. ‘The Sherman 
law wins to be repealed because it was a 
makeshift standing in the way of the 
restoration of silver as a money stand- 
ard. . The McKinley law was to be. re- 
pealed as the culminating atrocity of 
class legislation, protection was denounc- 
ed as unconstitutional, and the people 
were promised the benefits of a tariff 
for revenue only. 

But since the endorsement of the party 
by the people, and even since congress 
assembled in extra session, We see va- 
rious symptoms of a desire to deal in a 
gingerly way with the platform pledges. 
The banks and the money power say: 
“Repeal the Sherman law and stop. Ad- 
journ and go home.” ‘The people say: 
“Repeal the Sherman law and carry out 
the whole of the financial plank. Then 
go ahead and reform the tariff.” 

Some democrats in the east are mak- 
ing very significant observations about 
platform pledges. They say the ad- 
ministration will refuse to be bound by 
“glittering generalities.” The New York 
Times has gone so far as to declare that 
the president has already kicked the 
tariff plank out of the platform. ‘Then, 
again,. we are told that tariff reform is 
such a very delicate question that it 
must be handled with kid gloves. The 
party may walk around it and look at 
it, but the sign of “‘Hands off,” is hang- 
ing in a conspicuous place. If the party 
will be right nice and quiet until this 
delicate tariff gets used to the climatic 
conditions, it may be taken to pieces 
with golden pincers in 1894 or 1895. 

There is not much comfort in all this 
for the people and the real business in- 
terests of the country. Tariff reform of 
the most radical kind will not hurt the 
millionaire manufacturers as_ seriously 
as the McKinley tariff has hurt the peo- 
ple.

Curiosities of Insurance. 
The announcement that various citizens 
in Charleston hold cyclone insurance 
policies to the amount of $1,000,000 calls 
attention to the recent growth of new 
and strange forms of insurance. 
In these days we not only insure 
against death and fire, but we have live 
stock insurance and plate glass insur- 
ance. We insure against cyclones, floods, 
accidents and burglars, and certain other 
evils, and it is now suggested that a com- 
pany be organized in which parents may 
insure a college education for their chil- 
dren. ‘The scheme is for the parent to 
pay the company a certain sum, be- 
ginning with the third year of the child’s 
age, the company guaranteeing to pay 
the child $400 annually from his eigh- 
teenth year. 
The history of accident insurance is 
full of queer incidents. A New Jersey 
man got up in the night to close a win- 
dow and while walking across the room 
struck his shin against a-chair. Inflam- 
mation set in and the man’s leg had to 
be amputated. ‘The company held that 
the man was negligent as he had failed 
to strike a light before crossing the room, 
but the court decidéd otherwise and the 
policy had to be paid. Our courts are 
very liberal in their construction of the 
word “accident.” In England it is dif- 
ferent. An English court held that a 
man who was killed by a bull while 
crossing a field had not shown reasonable 
caution, and his death was not due to an 
accident from an insurance point of 
view. A similar decision was made in 
the case of a man who swallowed corro- 
sive sublimate by mistake in the dark. 
Men who take out accident policies as 
a safeguard against their hazardous occu- 
pations meet with many surprises. <A 
steamboat pilot took out a policy as he 
was afraid of being blown up or 
drowned. He died from a spider bite. 
A gripman on a cable road thought his 
occupation dangerous and took out an 
accident policy. A cockle burr in a glass 
of water killed him. 
The insurance field is rapidly widen- 
ing, and the time is near at hand when 
men will be able to insure against near- 
ly all of the disastrous and unpleasant 
things in this life.

The Nicaragua Canal, 
Yielding to the pressure of hard times 
and the failure to obtain aid from the 
government, the Nicaragua canal has 
gone into the hands of a receiver, and 
the fate of the enterprise is involved in 
so much uncertainty that it is impossible 
to predict the outcome. 

The proposed canal was said to pos- 
Sess many advantages over its Panama 
rival, as the navigable waterways and 
the lake in the route mapped out would 
have saved a great amount of excava- 
tion, and it was estimated that the en- 
tire cost would not have exceeded 
$ 100,000,000. 

But the time was unpropitious and the 
project is now, perhaps, as dead as its 
Panama competitor.

AN ENGLISHMAN’S VIEWS. 


The Ex-Governor of the Bank of Evgland on 
Silver Demonetization. 


The Manchester Guardian publishes the fol- 
lowing letter from W. & Grenfell, ex- 
governor of the Bank of Eng.and, to Albert 
Simpson. of Elmhurst, near Garstang: 

“My Dear Sir—Your idea of a party to 
hold aloof from party squabbles and to de- 
vote- all their energies in the first place in 
placing trade, commerce and agriculture on a 
sound footing appears to Me admirabie, and I 
am Willing to assist in any way that I can. 
The first necessity for ascertaining this sound 
footing is a stable measure of value. I have 
not missed much that has been written on 
currency subjects during the last nine years, 
and feel convinced the attempt to make gold 
alone do the work that has always been per- 
formed by gold and silver is a folly and a 
crime. In 1852 the gold produced fn the 
world was 36,000,000, now it is 23,000,000, 
Since 1852 (when the world was practicaliy 
bimetallic) Germany, the United States, Italy 
and other countries have set up an extra de- 
mand for gold. which Mr. Goschen, in a 
paver read before the bankers’ institute. 
estimated at a fresh demand for 200,000,000 
pounds upon gold. Austria is now trying to 
get 35,000,000 pounds, India is apparently 
struggling to get on a goid basis, and the 
United States will also set up a further de- 
mand for gold. Where is the goid to come 
from? As trade and population increase we 
want more money; by demonetizing silver we 
are throwing away what is practicaliy half 
the money of the world. The demand for 
gold for the arts—watches, jewelry, dentistry, 
gilding—is enormous, and is increasing with 
the spread of civilization. Sovereigns are 
melted and gold is hoarded; gold is appreciat- 
ing at some 6 per cent per annum; it is more 
profitabie to hoard it than to invest it in 
commercial enterprises and in machinery, 
ete... which is depreciating. measured by 
gold, as gold appreciates. The fight against 
falling prices and stock depreciation is an 
impossible one—men hold on in hopes of bet- 
ter times; no better times, taking trade and 
commerce as qa whole, can come in gold 
countries whe gold appreciates. Employers 
of labor cannot hold out forever against 
losses, and what will happen to the wage 
fund? The pitiable army of the unemployed 
must increase, through no foult of their own 
or their employers, and the work will be less 
well performed as the wages bill is cnt down 
fin agriculture this is especially the case, 
the land is being starved of Jabor, and the 
laborers are being driven into towns). There 
is no, question before the public of one-tenth 
part of the importance of the necessity for a 
stable measure of value. Local option may 
be rood, the disestab'ishment of ihe chure 
in Wales may be good, the creation of Paris 
councils may be goaod—these matters will be 
wrangled over for months, but supposing 
they were all passed into law tomorrow 
week. what appreciable effect will they have 
on the prosperity of the country? Or wili 
any one say that all three together wou'd have 
a result fit to be mentioned in the same 
breath as the closing of the Indi#fM mints to 
the coinage of silver? I am dead sick of all 
this straining at gnats and swallowing 
eamels. The first obfect of any government 
shoull be the prosperity and welfare of the 
country, and the prosperity and welfare of 
the country cannot be secured nnless the 
trade, commerce and agriculture of the coun- 
try are on a sound basis. Then can come 
the question of the proper and fair distribu- 
tion of wealth, and the hundred other ques- 
tions which divide opinion. But the wealth 
must be there befcre {t can be distributed. 
In my opinion, there is no greater obstacle 
to the creation of wealth than an unjnet 
measure of value. An appreciation measure 
eof value. checks industry, stifles enterprise 
and robs the industrious classes, while the 
bondhowWer, annuitant and money lender 
thrives on the artificial cheapness. I be- 
lieve the quantitative theory of money to be 
indisputable. I believe the evil of reatricting 
the currency and cansing an artificial fa}! 
in prices to be indisnutable, and I believe 
that the fact that the present depressio 
agricultural and commercial, is mainiy Suened 
by alterations that have taken place in the 
eurrency Jaws {« also indisputab’e. TI also 
believe that if Erigland had not refused to 
co-operate with other countries at the recent 
conferences, owing to a wrong, selfish and 
utterly mistaken policy, we should have 
escaped, and other countries would have 
escaped the misery, suffering and despair 
which have been so prevalent during the 
past twenty years owing to the fatal polter 
of contracting the currency of the world

faced Young man of twenty-three, passed 
through Atianta yesterday afternoon, re- 
paiwing but a few minutes and leaving on 
the Atlauta and Florida train at 3 o'clock, 


‘Jt has been freely reported that Price would 


certainly be lynched if be was brought 
back to that county, but the sheriff and 
the prisoner, tov, for that inatter, contem- 
ted such an unpleasant possibility with 
If Price feared any harm he 
gid not evince it by his manner. 
He was recaptured in Walker county, 
Alabama, Tuesday night by Sheriff Fuller 
gnd Deputy Sheriff Odom. His capture was 


caused by his being identified by Deputy 


Sheriff Odom, who once knew Pyice very 
well. He says he felt relieved when he 
was caught aud is glad to go back, to Fay- 
ette county. He further added that he 
never Would have skipped had he not been 
persuaded"%o do so by his relatives against 
his better judgment and inclinations, 

Price is the son of a comfortably well- 
to-do farmer of Fayette county und lives 
thirteen miles southeast of Fayetteville 
in a community peopled by prosperous and 
thrifty farmers. It is a pleasant residence 
section, removed from railway connection, 
and the people live happily and contented- 
ly at home. The section is on the line 
of Fayette and Coweta counties and every- 
body within a radius of several miles is ac- 
quainted with John Price. 

He is about twenty-three years old, of 
medium build and has a face with weakness 
stamped upon it. He has a small, silken 
mustache of pale yellow, dim, blue eyes, 
pinkish cheeks and very red Jips. Yester- 
day his face was covered with amstubby, 
scattered beard of a week's growth. He 
was plainly dressed in a negligee shirt, a 
straw hat aud a dark suit of clothes. 

All his life he has known Miss Dora 
Bishop, a young woman whose parents have 
lived for years in the vicinity of Price's 
bome. She is a pretty young woman and 
received warked attention from the young 
men of the community. Among her ad- 
mirers Was John Price. Their ages were 
pretty near the same and they were fre- 
quent companions, 

Three weeks ago tomorrow night young 
Price had an engagement to carry Miss 
Bisaop to church. Protracted services were 
being held at County Line church, about 
two miles from the Bishop home, and Price 
calle; for the young lady in a buggy. He 
carried her to church and the two remained 
together during the services, but after the 
cougregation Was dismissed Will Keeves, 
@ young man about Price's age and a 
friend of lis, took the younjplady in his 
buggy, with Price’s consent, and started 
bome with her. 

Un the ‘Tuesday following it became 
kaown throughout the community that 
Miss Bishop had made a serious charge 
against the two young men, Reeves and 
Price. She stated to her father that on 
the way to the chureh Reeves joined Price 
and herself and that both of the young men 
wade a criminal assault upon her person. 

Miss Bishop's story created a storm of 
excitement in the vicinity. ‘The people wert 
iLdiguant and many harsh things were 
sui about the two young fellows and it is 
sail that threats of lynching were made. 
Some comment was made that the story did 
hot become known until Tuesday, but it was 
stated by Miss Bishop’s friends that she 
told about the assault at the chureh that 
higat. 

The people of the community talked about 
nothing eise for several days and warrants 
Were promptiy sworn out against the two 
young men. Price disappeared, but Reeves 
surrendered and submitted to trial. 

A thorough search was made for Price 
and it is said that if he had been caught 
he would have been hung. Reeves, how- 
ever, Suffered no such fate. He was tried 
before a justice of the peace who was his 
reaitive and acquitted. Only Miss Bishop 
and he were examined before the 
justice. The action of the 
justice in setting Reeves free was censured 
by the friends of Miss Bishop and it was 
charzed that he acted in a partial manner, 
as Reeves is a relative of his.

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He Passed Away at the Residence of Mr. 
W. A. Cochran Yesterday. 


HE WAS A NATIVE OF DENMARK, 


And Came to This Country About Twelve 
Years Ago—He Started a Floral Garden 
in This City Two Years Ago. 


Mr. C. A. Dahl, the well-known florist, 
is dead. 

He passed away quietly yesterday morn- 
ing at half past 10 o’clock, at the residence 
of Mr. William A. Cochran, No. 361 Jack- 
son street, in this city. 

Mr. Dahl had been confined to his bed 
for about two weeks, although he had been 
in declining health for several months. He 
was given the most tender nursing during 
his illaess and the skill of the best phy- 
sicians was employed to arrest the en- 
croachments of his fatal malady, but all 
without avail. 

He began to sink early yesterday morn- 
ing and it soon became apparent to the anx- 
ious watchers about his bedside that the 
sands of life were running low. Such treat- 
ment was applied, in his last hours, as 
might render his sufferings easy and afford 
to those about him the assurance that he 
Was passing away tranquilly. 

The nature of the malady from which he 
suffered was pulmonary. 

Mr. Dahl was a native of Denmark and 
came to this coutury about twelve years 
ago. He believed that America was just 
the place for a young man whé wanted to 
make his start in the world and the induce- 
ments were far greater on this side of 
the Atlantic than they were in the old 


country. 

Before leaving home, however, on the 

uncertain and perilous voyage, he had ac- 
quired an excellent education and was 
versed in the best literature of his coun- 
try. He was rather deficient in Inglish, 
however, but this was no impediment in 
the way of his tmp, as he was possessed 
of a quick mind aud a very retentive mem- 
ory. 
His fondness for plants and flowers was 
developed at a very early age. He was a 
thorough botanist and in the science of hor- 
ticulture he had few equals in the south. 

He came to Atlanta about two years 
ago and opened a large floral garden, just 
to the east of the Boulevard. In the course 
of a few months he had so beautified the 
place as to make it a favorite resort. He 
built up a large patronage and his hot- 
houses were tributary to every entertain- 
ment and funeral which occurred in the 
city. 

In his manners he was always courteous 

and obliging and this, added to the beanty 
of his wares and the skill] with which he 
weaved them into every conceivable de- 
sign, made him an ideal florist. The office 
and headquarters of the firm were on Ma- 
rietta street, near the intersection of Peach- 
tree. 
Mr. Dahl was a man of excellent char- 
acter and his life was full of noble traits 
that made him a steadfast and Joyal friend. 
He was honest and fair in all his dealings 
and no one in this hour of bereavement 
and sorrow can bring a charge to his door 
and sustain it with the testimony. 

Mr. Dahl leaves no relatives, as he was 
the only one of his family Nving in this 
country. 

Fis sad death will cause genuine and 
heartfelt sympathy throughout the entire 
community and-many will be the tender 
expressions that will fall_from the lips of 
those who know him. TYfaving devoted his 
life to the cultivation of the beautiful, it 
seems only natural that he should leave 
behind him a fragrant memory. and hav- 
ing spent his life among earthly flowers, 
that he should find an abundant entrance 
into those celestial gardens whose flowers 
and foliage are immortal.

BRUNSWICK NEEDS HELP, 


If There Was Ever Any Doubt About It 
There Can Ke None Now. 


Mr. John Lehman, one of the moe 
prominent citizens of Brunswick, who has 
been a refugee in Atlanta for several days, 
was talking about the situation in his 
town yesterday and gave a clear state- 
ment of the needs of the sufferers of the 
town.“ 

He says there is no kind of doubt that 
the people there left without means of es- 
cape need provisions. He is of the opinion 
that the merchants of Atlanta can do a 
great deal for the relicf: of the sufferers 
and believes that they will do it. 

‘When I left Brunswick there were signs 
even at that early period that the sufferers 
were in heed of relief in the way of sup- 
plies and clothing,” said be. 

“Since then the order has gone forth 
that no one should be allowed to leave the 
town and this placed the poor under fur- 
ther disadvantage. They could not leave 
and had to stay there with no work and no 
means of support. I am sure that the good 
people of Atlanta will do their full duty 
to the suffering poor of .the ill-fated city 
just as the people of Savannah and other 
towns have done.” 

‘The following letter was received from 
Mayor Lamb, of Brunswick, by Mr. Leh- 
man yesterday: 

Brunswick, Ga., August 31.—Mr. John C. 
Lehman, Atlanta Ga.—Dear John: Today 
is our seventh day since the last case of fever 
and the physicians advise that the citizens 
use great precautions about returning to their 
homes. ‘The weather is very hot and suitry, 
with occasional tshowers. I am of the opin- 
ion that we have siamped out the fever, 
which is also the opinion of the physicians. 
The great trouble that we have to contend 
with is feeding the poor and destitute. The 
cities of Avbany, Waycross, Jacksonville and 
Suvapnah, with other sma!! towns, have re- 
lieved us for. the time being, and shouid the 
government not come to our fescue at once 
I can see nothing but want staring us in the 
face. The appeals for provisions have been 
great, and while, perhaps, many did not 
need it at the time, there were a great many 
who did. I have done everything in my 
power to use all articies of provisions as 
well as money to the very best advantage. 
Our sanitary condition was good up to the 
hurricane. The trees are blown down and 
iiinbs broken off in every direction. 

I am no alarmist, but I can see one_thing 
certain, reilef must come to Brunswick from 
a generous public or the government, else we 
will suffer. This is a fact, and I am afraiu. 
also, that the germ of the fever has not left. 


I stole the time to write you this letter for 


I feel you appreciate our condition and per- 
haps can do us some good.. No one knows 
better than those who are on the ground 
the true status of affairs. I am working 
the negroes and white men around the city on 
the streets and drains. Your friend.

lief than Dr. George W. Harris, Atlanta's 
well-known dentist. a 

When Dr. Harris read the pitiable story 
in yesterday’s Constitution, he made up 
his mind to do something to help the poor 
woman. As soon as he reached his office 
in the morning he prepared a subscription 
list, and leaving word in his oftice that he 
would be out the greater part of the day 
on “important business,’ he called among 
his friends and in a short while had ac- 
cumulated the snug sum of $71.50 in cash. 
He headed the list with $5. The same 
amount was promptly given by Major E. 
B. Stahlman., Messrs. J. M. High, Clarence 
Angier, Henry A. Inman and Dr. Frank 
Holland. Swift & Harris came down with 

” Mr. A. Bellingrath gave $1, and said 
he was sorry he could not give $100, and 
Mr. C. Freyerson gave 50 cents. Other 
eash contributions from persons, whose 
name were not given, ran Dr. Harris's list 
up to $71.50, which Dr. Harris will carry 
in person to Mrs. Guerry. 

“Tt is not often that I do this sort of 
thing,” said Dr. Harris, “but I just could 
not help it when I read that story. I am 
going to take this amount at once, and put 
it just where it will do the most good, 
either by paying rent or furnishing provis- 
ions for that helpless woman and her little 
children.

Mrs. Guerry Is Very Grateful. 

“T don’t know how to express my grati- 
tude for the kind people of Atlanta, yet I 
regret the publicity given my sufferings. I 
don't see how I could stand it if it were 
not for my children.” 

While the reporter was in the room oc- 
cupied by Mrs. Guerry the three little boys 
were playing about, every one with a cake 
in his hand. ‘“‘Let’s wait until tomorrow, 
said one of the boys, regarding the sack of 
cakes with a wistful eye. “Nope,” said the 
oldest, “eat ’em now,” and he proceeded 
to curry out his own advice to the letter. 

“They are just getting over their fast,” 
said Mrs. Guerry. “I can safely say that 
the romance of my artistic life has worn 
off until it is what it is. I intend to separ- 
ate from Mr. Guerry, and I will probably 
go to housekeeping or rather to keeping a 
boarding house. Dr. Harris came down 
to see me and offered me $70 that he had 
collected for me, but I told him to keep it 
for me, and kinder be my banker. Then he 
could see that I spent it well.” 

Mrs. Guerry is highly connected in Bal- 
timore, Md. Her father was Dr. William 
P. Williams, who was a well-known 
physician in that city. He was quarantine 
surgeon at New Orleans for some time. 


‘Her grandfather was for a long time pres- 


ident of the state senate of Maryland.

aud the advance is largely due to their efforts to cover. 
In general the trade appesrs to be taking a rather more 
favorable view of the situation basing their opinion 
upon trade advices rather than upon crop prospects, 


as it is thought the revival in manufacturing industries | 


will be sufficient to absorb a medium crop of cotton at 
present prices, and under these circumstances it is not 
prudent to be short of cotton. The New Orleans cot- 
ton exchange today, in making up its crop figures for 
the last year, announces that the crop of 1892-93 was 
6,703,000 bales of cotton. After the rapid advance of 
the morning a reaction might have been expected, but 
the demand continued so sharp, and the sellers with- 
drew so rapidly that the market advanced 10 points 
above the quotations made at ! o’clock, or a total of 28 
points forthe day. At this point the situation became 
strained, and an attack was made upon the market, 
and prices quickly declined, closing, however, steady 
after the pressure was removed at 20 points above last 
evening’s quotations, This advance is regarded by the 
trade as based upon a fear of light receipts, a bad bu- 
roau report and the holiday Monday. Itis not thought 
likely that the foreign markets will sustain the im- 
provement here. It was this conviction that led to 
realizing sales at the close. Heavy rains have fallen 
over the Atlantic slope, ~vhile dry weather is reported 
from the Memphis district.

I want to hear what all 
these callers have to say in the matter, for 
they can help me a very” great deal in 
coming to a wise and safe decision. ] 
want to hear what the lawyers have to 
say about the proper may to take the place 
of Judge Clarke. You see, Judge Clarke

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ENTY NEW MEN 


May Bo Added to the Police Force 
After Next Week. 


CAPTAIN ENGLISH TO ASK COUNCIL 


To Swell the Appropriation — Chairman 
Hill, of the Police Committee, to 
Make the Request. 


Captain J. W. English is after more 
money for the police department and if 
he gets what he wants the city wil have 
fifteen more policemen after next week. 

He thinks the time is ripe for getting the 
needed addition to the force. The city is 
in greap need of more extended police pro- 
tection and there are thirty supernumerary 
policemen, all good timber for policemen, 
who are hangers on at police headquarters 
without work to do, It is the plan of the 
captain td kill two birds with one stone— 
give the supernumeraries work and provide 
the city with a larger police force. 

It has long been his belief that the force 
was not sufficiently large. When the fi- 
nance committee was dividing up the city’s 
money at the first of the year he strajned 
every nerve to have the appropriation for 
the police department made sutficiently large 
to warrant bim in adding the number of 
men to the force he considered necessary 
to the safe protection of the City am 

He argued that the business districts of 
the city were well supplied with police pro- 
tection, but that large areas of the resi- 
dence sections were practically without po- 
licemen. The council listened to his plea 
and admitted that it was just and right, 
but at that time the city’s finances were 
such as to preclude the possibility of mak- 
ing the appropriation as Jarge as Captain 
English desired. 

An appropriation was promised to the 
department for July, but it did not come 
and Captain English has been hammering 
away with the view of getting it. He has 
matters in good shape now and it is almost 
certain that fifteen or twenty men _ will 
be added to the force after next week. 
He feels sure that the necessary appropri- 
ation will be made Monday. 

Captain English has secured the aid of 
Councilman Hill, chairman of the police 
committe,e, in his fight, and that councilman 
will ask the council to appropriate sufficient 
money to add twenty men to the force. 
Captain English will go before council and 
urge the appropriation and will have the 
assistance of Mr. Hill and other ecouncil- 
men. In facet, the appropriation is practi- 
cally assured, 

Captain English believes as a matter of 
justice that the costs in city cases should 
be appropriated to the uses of the police 
department. This would make a_ eonsid- 
erable item in jtself. The cost in each case 
fined is 75 cents and in the courss of a 
year this would make a large sum. As 
now arranged it goes to the general fund of 
the city, 

The thirty supernumeraries on the force 
are hopeful] of the success of Captain Eng- 
lish’s move, They have been practically 
out of work during the summer and some 
of them have been experiencing the se- 
verest of hard times, Nearly all of them 
have families and are dependent upon their 
work to support them, 

Captain English and Chief Connolly stated 
yesterday that it was extremely likely in 
their opinions that the appropriation should 
be made.

High & Co. Mr. Spencer Marsh’s machine 
shop, the Mutual Printing Company, the 
Atlanta Supply Company, the General Elec- 
tric Company’s machine and repair shop 
and a number of others get all their power 
from the Georgia Electric Light Company. 
The General Electric Company’s shop has 
a motor running as high as 150 horse power. 
This use of current is growing daily in 
popularity.

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And Patrolman Harper Fired at Him, but 
oor “Whe Bullet Hit Another Man. 


AN OLD NEGRO DRAYMAN WOUNDED 


An Exciting Chase, with a Nearly Fatal 
Shooting asthe Result, Yesterday Af> 
ternoon—The Fugitive Caught.

A wandering bullet from Patrolman 
George Harper's big pistol ploughed its 
way into the side of an innocent negro 
drayman, who was doing nothing worse 
than eating his dinner, yesterday after- 


noon. 

The bullet was sent to overtake a fleeing 
negro who had been pointed out to the 
patrolman as an escaped convict with a 
life sentence. The bullet went wide of 
its mark and came near killing a man who 
had no interest in the chase the patrolman 


was making, 

Patrolman Harper is the small patrolman 
with the brown beard eropped close and 
the mild looking eyes, who patrols the beat 
around the union depot between the hours 
of 8 o’clock in the morning and 4 o'clock 
in the afternoon. Yesterday a little after 
12 o’clock Mr. BE. W. Clements, formerly 
of Cedartown, Ga., stepped up to him and 
in an excited way pointed out a negro 
standing on the sidewalk near by. 

“My name is Clements,” he said to the 
officer, “and my father is the sheriff at 
Cedartown. The negro there is Lige Young, 
as mean a negro as ever darkened a jail 
door, and he has a life sentence hanging 
over him. There is a reward of $200 for 
his arrest. 

“A few years ago he was in Cedartown 
jail on some charge and he set the jail on 
fire to make his escape. The jail came 
near burning, but I prevented Young's get- 
ting away. He was afterwards tried for 
arson and sent up for life. He escaped 
from the camps after going to the mines.” 

Mr. Clements was positive about the 
negro’s identity and Harper went toward 
the negro with a determined look. He 
caught him by the arm, when _ the 
frightened convict made a desperate leap 
and. wrenched himself logse from the ofh- 
cer’s grasp. Harper kept an entire coat 
sleeve as a memento of the struggle, but 
not satisfied with that, he followed the fu- 
gitive. 

Young ran as fleetly as a deer toward the 
Markham house and turned into Loyd street. 
Harper following. Young dashe along 
Loyd toward the Georgia road depot. 
When near the freight delivery platform 
Harper, seeing that he conld not evertake 
his man, pulled his pistol and fired. 

The ball missed Young and struck Lew- 
is Maddox, an old-time drayman, who was 
sitting on the platform eating hig dinner. 
Harper states that he did not see Maddox 
when he fired. The drayman fell over as 
if he was dead and Harper went to him 
and allowed Young to continue. 

Maddox’s wound was found to be by 
no means dangerous. ‘The ball entered the 
left side near the arm and went out near 
the back without going very deep. Maddox 
was sent to the Grady hospital, where his 
wound was attended to, 

Young ran down the railroad tracks and 
took refuge under a cottage in which Anna 
Harris lives. This cottage is near the 
price station and some one who saw 
foung run under it called Officers Wootten 
and J. C. Harris from the police stables. 
These officers hurried to the house and 
with much difficulty syuceeeded in making 
Young come out from his hiding place. 
He gave his name as Allen Harden at 
police headquarters, but Patrolman Turner, 
who was for several years a convict guard, 
positively identified him as being Lige 

oung, the negro who set fire to the Cedar- 
town jail, The negro stoutly denies that 
he is the man, but there is little doubt of 
his identity. 

The penitentiary officiala will be notified 
and Yonng returned. Maddox, the dray- 
man who was shot, is not dangerously 
wounded.
